Tas preſent awful and diſtreſſing period, a period 
above all others pregnant with the greateſt and moſt 
wonderful events, changes, and innovations that e- 
ver occurred, or can well in future happen. may be 
juſtly denominated and hailed as the uſhering in find 
dawning of that much-wiſhed-for time, when our bleſ- 
ſed Saviour will make his ſecond appearance on 
earth, redeem his people, and eſtabliſh bis Kingdom 
thereon. Our Saviour's own words, ſo as we may 
perceive and know the approach of his happy and 
Joytul cqming, are, 

Luke xxi. 10. Then ſaid he unto > thee; (vis. the 
Hebrews) Nation ſhall riſe againſt nation, and king- 
dom againſt kingdom: 

11. And great earthquakes Wall de in divers 
places, and famines, and peſtilences; and fearful 
lights, and great ſigns, ſhall there be from heaven. 

25. And there ſhall be ſigns in the ſun, and in 
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the moon, and in the ſtars; and upon the earth diſ- 
treſs of nations, with perplexity ; the ſea and the 
waves roaring: 

26. Mens hearts failing them for fear, and for 
looking after thoſe things which are coming on the 
earth ; for the powers of heaven ſhall be ſhaken : 

27. * And then ſhall they ſee the Son of Man com- 


ing in a cloud, with power and great glory. 


28. © And when theſe things begin to come to paſs, 
then look up, and lift up your heads, for your redemp- 
tion draweth nigh.” 

Thele were the ſayings our bleſſed Saviour uttered 
to the children of Iſrael, ſo as their deſcendants 
might, when theſe things began to take effect, lift 
up their heads with joy, for their redemption and 
reſtoration to their own land would be accompliſhed 
immediately. He alſo informed them of the de- 
ſtruction of their temple, Mark xiii. 2. And that 
the Hebrews, or children of Iſrael, ſhould after that 
fall by the edge of the ſword, and ſhould be led 
* away captive into all nations; and Jeruſalem ſhould 
% be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the times of the 
Gentiles be fulfilled.” Luke xxi. 24. 

His prediction has been in fact literally fulfilled, for 
about the year 70, Titus, after beſieging Jeruſalem, 


entered the ſame, put many of the inhabitants to the 


ſword, deſtroyed the city and the temple, cauſed 
a plough to paſs over them, and carried away the 
remaining Hebrews captives into all nations, where 
they and their deſcendants have been trodden down 
of the Gentiles ever ſince, and will be ſo until 
their reſtoration takes place, 5 the time of the

Geptiles ſhall be fulfilled, which happens, as I ſhall 
evince to you, in the courſe of this publication, be- 

fore the expiry of 1798. 
As further evidence of the period of our Saviour's 
ſecond coming, the ſcriptures teſtify to us that, im- 
mediately preceding that time, there will be very 
great wickedneſs, irreligion, and infidelity in the 
earth; and there will be ſedition and uproar among 
| the people. As alſo, there will be blaſphemers, falſe 


accuſers, traitors, lovers of pleaſure more than of God, 


Never was there a period wherein theſe things pre- 
vailed, ſpread and took effect ſo much, and ſo ſevere- 
ly as at preſent. 'The words of our Saviour are, Luke 
Xviii. 9. Nevertheleſs, when the Son of Man cometh,

ſhall he find faith upon the earth.” And Saint Paul 
[ 


ſays, 2 Theſſalonians ii. 3. Let no man deceive you 
, by any means, for that day ſhall not come except there 
t come a falling away fir/t.” There is indeed at pre- 
t ſent ſcarcely faith to be found in the earth, -and all 
1 have fallen away from religion and righteouſneſs ; 
1 and if any thing remains, it is but the ſhadow of the 
2 complete going down thereof. And Saint Paul fur- 
ther ſtates, 2 Timothy iii. 1. This know allo, that 
in the laſt days perilous times ſhall come: 

2. For men ſhall be &vers of their own ſelves, co- 
vetous, boaſters, proud blaſphemers, difobedient to pa. 
rents, unthankful, unholy, 

3. © Without natural affettion, truce-breakers, falſe ac- 
cuſers, incontinent, fierce, deſpiſers of thoſe that are good ; 

4. Traitor, heady, high-minded, lovers of plea- 
ſires more than lovers of God.” 

E Nothing can more corroborate and afford evidence 
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of theſe averments being fulfilling, than the preſent 
times do; and. as every thing apparently indicates 
that the time is at hand for the kingdom of God to 
be eſtabliſhed upon the earth, the whole houſe of Iſ- 
rael, and the whole of the Gentiles, ſhould now 
„watch and pray, for in ſuch an hour as ye think not, 


the Son of Man cometh,” Mat. xxiv. 44. 


46. © Bleſſed is that ſervant, when his Lord cometh, 
ſhall ſind ſo doing ” 

47. Verily, I ſay unto you, That he ſhall make 
him ruler over all his goods.” 

The eſtabliſhment of this kingdom upon earth, 


wherein righteouſneſs and peace ſhall dwell and proſ- 


per, our Saviour left us a form of a prayer, wherein 
this is ſpecially required. This prayer he taught his 
diiciples, Luke xi. and it is called the Lord's Prayer. 


Therein we pray to God that, his kingdom come, 


his will be done, as in heaven, ſo in earth.” When 
this kingdom comes, great and conſummate indeed 
will be the happineſs and glory thereof, for the will 
of God will be done on the earth as it is in heaven: 
where there is nothing but joy and happineſs, har- 
mony and love. How can it be otherwiſe than this, 
for in Revelations xxl. 27. we are told that, there 
ſpall in no wiſe enter into it any thing that defileth, nei- 
ther whatſoever worketh abomination, or maketh a lic; 
but they which are written in the Lamb's bock of life.” 
And as in Zephaniah iii. 9. For then will J turn 
to the people a pure language, that they may all call 
upon the name of the Lord, to ſerve bim with one con- 


ſent.” 


Habbakkuk ii. 14. For the earth ſhall be filled

with the knowledge of the glory of the Lord, as the wa- 
ters cover the ſea.“ 

All the children of God, whether Hebrews or Gen- 1 
tiles, do not only conſtantly wiſh the eſtabliſnment 
of this bleſſed kingdom, but are alſo no doubt crying 
to God day and night for the fulfilment thereof. 

Iſaiah xxxii. 16. Then judgment ſhall dwell in 
the wilderneſs, and righteoutneſs remain in the fruit- 
ful field.

The preſent time is the crifis, the important crifis, 


and now is the favourable conjuncture, to 


Epheſians vi. 13. Take unto you the whole ar- 
mour of God, that ye may be able to withſtand in 
the evil day, and having done all, to ſtand. 

T4. Stand therefore, having your loins girt about 
with truth, and having on the breaſt- plate of l. 
ouſneſs ; 

I5. © And your feet ſhod with the preparation of 
the go/þet of peace ; 

16. Above all, taking the ſhield of faith, where- 


with ye ſha]l be able to quench all the fiery darts of 


the wicked, 

17. And take the helmet of /alvation, and the 
{word of the ſpirit, which is the word of God: 

18. Praying always with all prayer and ſupplica- 
tion in the Spirit, and watching thereunto with all 


perſeverance and ſupplication for all ſaints.” 


Now, recolleR, that a moment's delay may be ir- 
reparable loſs, and irretrievable ruin, for Almighty 
God has according to his promiſe, and to fulfil an- 
cient prediction, raiſed up Richard Brothers as his 
prophet of the latter days, to announce his judg- 
ments, and the reſtoration of the Hebrews, before 
the coming of the terrible day of the Lord.

It is he, the pre-determined and highly favoured 
man of God, that has publiſhed “ zwo books of re- 
vealed knowledge of the prophecies and times,” con- 
taining the true age of the world, the reſtoration of the 
Hebrews to their own land before the expiry of 1798. 
under him as their leader and temporal prince, the 
cxplanation cf many ancient predictions, and the 
judgments of God upon all nations. No perſon that

ſhall deal prudently, he ſhall be exalted and extol-

14: As many were aſtoniſhed at thee ; (his vi- 
{age was ſo marred more than any man, and his form 
more than the ſons of men:) 

15 * So ſhall he ſprinkle many nations; the 
kings ſhall ſhut their mouths at him; for that which 
had not been told them ſhall they tee, and that 
which they had not heard ſhall they conſider,” 

Mr. Brothers heaps proof upon proof from fcrip- 
ture, beyond all example, that the reſtoration of the 
Hebrews muſt now take place, and that he will lead 
them home to their own land, and be their temporal 
prince. To evince to every one that the whole ſcope 
of ſcripture tends to ſupport, and in fact, conſirm 
theſe things, and that Mr. Brothers has only employ- 


ed part thereof, I mall here inſert a few quotations 


trom other parts of the ſcripture to the fame effect: 

Jeremiah xxx. 3. For lo, the days come, faith 
the Lord, that I will bring again the captivity of my 
people Iſrael and Judah, faith the Lord; and I will 
cauſe them to return to the land that I gave to their 
fathers, and they ſhall poſſeſs it. 

8. For it ſhall come to paſs in that dax, faith 
the Lord of Hoſts, that 1 will break his yoke from off 
thy neck, and will burſt thy bonds, and ſtrangers 
Mall no more ſerve themſelves of him: | 

9. But they ſhall ſerve the Lord their Cad, and 
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David their king, (meaning Mr. Brothers) whom J 
will raiſe up to them. 

10. Therefore, fear thou not, O my ſervant Ja- 
cob, faith the Lord; neither be diſmayed, O Ifrael : 
for 1o, I will ſave thee from afar, and thy ſeed from 
the land of their captivity, and Jacob ſhall return, 


and ſhall be in reſt, and be quiet, and none ſhall 


make him afraid. 


11. For I am with thee, faith the Lord, to fave 
thee : though I make a full end of all nations whe- 
ther I have ſcattered thee; yet I will not make a 
tull end of thee ; but I will correct thee in meaſure, 
and will not leave thee altogether unpuniſhed, 

17. © For I will reftore health unto thee, and I 
will heal thee of thy wounds, ſaith the Lord; becaule 
they called thee an outcaſt, ſaying, This is Zion, 
whom no man ſeeketh after. 

18. Thus ſaith the Lord, Behold, I will bring 
again the captivity of Jacob's tents, and have mercy 
cn his dwelling places ; and the city ſhall be build- 
ed upon her own heaps, and the palace ſhall remain 
after the manner thereof. 

19. And out of them ſhall proceed thankſgiving, 
and the voice of them that make merry ; and I will 
multiply them, and they ſhall not be few; I will 
aiſo glorify them, and they ſhall not be ſmall. 

20. © Their children alſo ſhall be as aforetime, 
and their congregation ſhall be eſtabliſhed before me, 
and 1 will puniſh all that oppreſs them. 

21. And their nobles ſhall be of themſelves, and 
their governor ſhall proceed from the midft of them; 
and I will cauſe him to diaw ncar, and he ſhall ap- 
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proach unto me: for who is this that engaged his 
heart to approach unto me ? ſaith the Lord. 

2. © And ye ſhall be my people, and I will be 
your God. 

23. Behold, the whirlwind of the Lord goeth 
forth with fury, a continuing whirlwind ; it ſhall fall 
with pain upon the head of the wicked, 

24. The fierce anger of the Lord ſhall not re- 
turn, until he have done it, and until he have per- 
formed the intents of his heart: in the latter days ge 
ſhall conſider it.“ 

Chap. xxxii. 37. © Behold, I will gather them out 
of all countries whether I have driven them in mine 
anger, and 1n my fury, and 1n great wrath; and L 
will bring them again unto this place, and I will 
cauſe them to dwell ſafely. 

38. © And they ſhall be my people, and I will be 
their God : 

39. © And I will give them one heart and one 
way, that they may fear me for ever, for the good 
of them, and of their children after them.

and they ſhall fear and tremble for all the goodnets, 
and for all the proſperity that I procure unto it. 

„Thus faith the Lord, __ there ſhall be 
head in this place, (which ye ſay, ſhall be deſolate 
without man, and without beaſt ; even in the cities 
of Judah, and in the ſtreets of Teruſiloin that are 
deſolate without man, and without inhabitant, and 
MOR beaſt.) 

The voice of joy, and the voice of glad neſs; 
4 voice of the bridegroom, and the voice of the 
bride ; the voice of them that ſhall lay, Praiſe the 
Lord of Hoſts : for the Lord is good; for his mercy 
endureth for ever: and of them that mal bring the 
ſacrifice of praiſe into the houſe of the Lord. For I 
will cauſe to return the captivity of the land, as at 
the firſt, ſaith the Lord. 

2. Thus faith the Lord of Hoſts, Again in this 
place, which is deſolate without man and without 
beaſt, and in all the cities thereof, ſhall be an habi- 
tation of ſhepherds, cauſing their flocks to he down, 

13. © In the cities of the mountains, in the cities 


of the vale, and in the cities of the ſouth, and in the 


land of Benjamin, and in the places about Jeruſalem, 
and in the cities of Judah, ſhall the flocks paſs again

ader the hands of him that telleth them, ſaith the 
Lord. 

14. Behold, the days come, faith the Lord, that 
I will perform that good thing which I have promi- 
ſed unto the houſe of Itrael, and to the houſe of 
Judah. 

15. © In thoſe days, and at that time, will I cauſe the 
branch of righteouſneſs, ( meaning Mr. Brothers,) to 
2 grou ub unto David, and be ſhall execute judgment and 
* righteouſneſs in the land. | 

I6. © In thoſe days ſhall Judah be ſaved, and Je- 
ruſalem ſhall dwell ſafely, and this is the name 
wherewith he ſhall be called, The Lord's righteouſ- 
neſs.” 

The preceding quotations, in the moſt expreſs and 
clear manner, not only predict the reſtoration of the 
Hebrews in the latter days; and that a deſcendant 
of David will be raiſed up to reign over them, but 
alſo the re-building of Jeruſalem, and the great joy, 
proſperity, and happineſs that will enſue therefrom, 
for then the kingdom of God is to be eſtabliſhed in 
all the earth. None, I believe, will preſume to aver 
that the Hebrews are reftored, and I truſt very few 
will alledge that theſe things will not be literally ful- 
filed. I ſhall now endeavour to point out and aſ- 
certain as conciſely as poſſible, not only that the time 
for the reſtoration of the Hebrews is at hand, under 
him as their leader and prince, but that the preſent 
are the latter days, and that he is the prophet 
thereof. Mr. Brothers, in his publications, demon- 


yond a ray of uncertainty, or ſhadow of doubt; and 
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ſtrates and evinces the truth of theſe poſitions, be-

conſequently wiat I can ate upon tnheſe heads, muſt IN 


de ſubordinate to his. 

In the third year of the reign of king Belſhazzar, 
the prophet Daniel was ſhewn the viſion of the daily 
ſacrifice being taken away, and the ſanctuary caft 
down in conſequence of the tranſgreſſion of the He- 
brews, viii. 11, 12. 


13. Then I, (viz, Daniel,) heard one ſaint ſpeax- 


ing, and another ſaint ſaid unto that certain ſaint 
which ſpake; How long ſhall be the viſion concern- 
ing the daily facrifice, and the tranſgreſſion of deſo- 
lation, to give both the ſanctuary and the hoſt to be 
trodden under ſoot. 

14. And he ſaid unto me, unto two thouſand 
aud three hundred days: then ſhall the ſanctuary 
becleanſed.“ 

I ſuppoic, every one will concede to me, that 252 


fanctuary means a holy place, and the het means a 


number of people. Now, this vition related to Da- 
niel's own country, viz. Jerutalem, and his own peo- 
ple; conſequently, from the time or year in which 
he was ſhewn the viſion, until the period for the 
fanctuary, or temple at Jeruſalem, and the hoſt, or 
Hebrews, to be trodden under foot by the Gentiles, 
were two thouſand three hundred days, which 
mean years, as every one any ways given to peruſe 
ſcripture will readily admit. 

The third year of Belſhazzar's reign, according to 
Mr. Brothers' chronology taken from ſcripture, was 
the 3917 year of the World, and our bleſſed Saviour 
was born in the 4119 year of the World, conſequent- 
iy Daniel ſaw the yition 502 years before Chriſt came 
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in the fleſh, and when added to this preſent year of 
Chrift 1797, the number of years are 2299, wanting 
only one year to fulfil Daniel's 2300 years, and to 
2ccompliſh the time for the Hebrews' redemption and 
reſtoration to their own land; fo that, as juſtly ob- 
ſerved by Mr. Brothers, the Hebrews will leave all 


nations, and proceed to their own land under him as 


their leader and prince, before the expiry of 1998. 

The expounding of Daniel's viſion and prophecies, 
no man until now, however eminent in learning, or 
perfected in knowledge could have done; for Daniel 
was commanded to ſhut up the words, and ſeal the 
book even to the time of the end, x11. + And upon 
Daniel, after this command was given, enquiring at 
the angel who was fent to give him underſtanding, 
what would be the end of the things he ſaw and 
heard, he was deſired to go away, for the words were 
cloſed up and ſealed, till the time of the end. 

9. And he ſaid, Go thy way Daniel, for the 
words are cloſed up and ſealed to the time of the 
end. 

10. © Many ſhall be purified, and made white, and 
tried; but the wicked. ſhall do wickedly, and none 
of the wicked ſhall underſtand, but the wiſe ſhall un- 
derſtand.“ 

And J allo affirm, that no wicked perſon, though 
poflefled of the moſt tranſcendent abilities, can now 
underſtand Daniel's prophecies, or even believe in 
them after being explained, for they are conſum- 
mately precluded by theſe words, © and none of the 
wicked ſhall under/iand.” And I further affirm, and 
here poſitively aver, that no one but the recorded 
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prince of the Hebrews could unfold and explain Da- 
niel's prophecies ; for Daniel is informed by the an- 
gel, that none holdeth theſe things but Michael, the 
prince of the Hebrews : x. 212. But I will ſhew 
thee that which is ncted in the ſcripture of rruth ; and 
there is none that baldeth'with me in theſe things but 
Michael your prince.“ 

Can evidence be more ſtrong, or ſeriptural proof 
more complete than this, that Mr. Brothers is the 
recorded prince of the Hebrews; for he, as ſuch, has 
unlocked the hitherto intricate and inexplicable ſcrip- 
tural paſſages in Daniel, with a ſimplicity and preci- 
fion that nothing can ſurpaſs; And this demonſtrates 
in an unqueſtionable manner, that this great favour 
and 1onour has been peculiarly reſerved by Almigh- 
ty Cod for: Mr. Brothers, and as a token and ſign 
that we may to a certainty know that he is bleſſed 
with the Holy Spirit, and is the iecorded prince of 
the Hebrews that will lead them home to their own 
land, and reign over them. For the Lord ſays, Iſaiah 
Iv. 4. © Behold, I have given him for a witneſ5 to the 
people, à leader, a commander to the people. 

As a further incontrovertible and tremendous cer. 
tainty that the preſent are the latter days, and that 
he is the prophet thereof, he has announced, and 
communicated to the whole world, the judgments 
of God upon ell nations. A great part of his nume- 
rous predictions. have been now literally verified, con- 
form to the hit thereof ſubjoined hereto, and the re- 


maining and more awful ones will in their due time 


be fulfilled. 
Awaken, and believe, O ye inhabitants of the

earth! wile conviction may turn to your advantage, 
and not ferve to increale your unbelief and puniſh- 
ment. O let your cyes be ealightened to diſcern the 
work of the Lord in this day; for Mr. Brothers muſt 
ſoon, very ſoon be revealed, with figns and mighty 
wonders, as the ſervant and prophet of God. The 
ſtupendous peals of thunder will found through the 
vaſt of heaven, and the earthquakes will ſhake the 
foundations of nature! All your preſent intereſts will 
then be forgotten; all wordly purſuits will be ſuſ- 
pended; and all employments will fink away. 
Therefore unprove the preſent period, which is 
comparatively but a ſpan, and indeed may be as ſwift 
as the arrow that boundeth from the ſtring ; for at 
fartheſt, Mr. Brothers confinement cannot be longer 
than September 1798, and how much ſooner no man- 
knoweth, for it may be to-day, or to-morrow, for 
ought we know; that time is only known to God. 
But to evince to you that it malt take place in 1798, 
I ſhall found my argument upon ſcriptural truths. 
You no doubt all well know, that Mr. Brothers is 
confined under the denomination of a lunatic. This 
was permitted by God, ſo as to fulfil God's own words 
to him, that he would be called an ** inpo/ter, a fool, 
and a liar, and that he would be inprijuned and ufed 
very il.“ Such epithets being applied, and confine- 
ment in conſequence thereof, are of public notoriety. 
But no good man can be ſurpriſed at this, for“ im 
that ſpake as never man ſake,” was not only crucified, 
but had the like epithets applied to him; John x. 20. 
And many of ihem ſaid, He bath a devil and is mad, 
why hear him 2” Several if not all of his apoſtles were

ſtyled in the ſame manner, and impriſoned in conſe- 
quence of their doctrines. 

The denominating Mr. Brothers a lunatic, and 
impriſoning him as ſuch, alſo verifies ancient prophe- 
cy, and the time thereof is ſpecified to be three years 
and a half, This I will now evidence. Revelations 
xi. 3. mentions, that God's © two witneſſes ſhould 
prophecy a thouſand two hundred and threeſcore 
days clothed in ſackcloth.” Theſe two witueſſes, 
Mr. Brothers declares to be the two parts of the ever- 
laſting goſpel, written by St. Matthew and St. John. 

7. And when they ſhall have finiſhed their teſ- 
timony, the beaſt that aſcendeth out of the bottom- 
leſs pit ſhall make war againſt them, and ſhall over- 
come them, and kill them.” 

Theſe writings of the ſaid two apoſtles have, for 
the thouſand two hundred and threeſcore days, which 
mean years, prophecied, too truly in ſackloth, in 
conſequence of the great oppoſition and neglect of 
their heavenly precepts and doctrines. Theſe two 
witneſſes of Chriſt have been hitherto little courted 
and eſteemed. And their Chriſtan and bleſſed doc- 
trines, prohibiting all kinds of ſwearing and ftrife, 
that generate ſo much wickedneſs, infidelity, blood- 
ſhed and war, have been entirely fruſtrated, and a- 
vowed and ſanctioned violation thereof have ſup- 
planted them. Mr. Brothers as the ſervant and pro- 
phet of God, and through the operation of the Holy 
Spirit, has written 7w9 books of revealed knowledge ; 
wherein he particularly adverts to what is above re- 
cited, and admoniſhes all nations and people, to a- 


void ſwearing and forſake war. His two books, or 
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witneſſes, in this particular, at leaſt ſtand officially 
for the two writings of the two apoſtles, and they 
proceeding from the ſame divine Spirit of Truth, are 
truly the ſame work, or writing of God, as thoſe of 
the apoſtles. Beſides, war” was declared againſt 
theſe two writings, or witneſſes, of Mr. Brothers' in- 
tendedly and particularly, and they are at preſent 
« overcome and killed.” 

How theſe two writings of his can be killed, will 
be ſelf-evident from the following undeniable facts, 
and conſequent concluſions. Mr. Brothers finiſhed 
his /ww9 books, or witneſſes, upon the 20th of February 
1795, and war, as ſtated in the 7th verſe above re- 
cited, was made againſt them; and their viſible au- 
thor was arreſted upon the 4th of March following, 
and he confined as a lunatic for writing them. This 
is ſurely ſo far as two books or writings can be ober- 
come and killed, done fo nationally and methodically. 
To illuſtrate this, every one ſurely knows that a ver- 
dict of lunacy againſt any man, conſtitutes him dead 
in the eye of the law. Therefore, if a man 1s confin- 
ed upon a falſe verdict of lunacy, it will be admitted 
by all as a killing of the man, and in fact a civil death. 
As Mr. Brothers is denominated and confined as a 
lunatic for writing theſe two books, he is cenſidered 
in the eye of law dead. Conſequently, his two books, 
or witneſſes, may be juſtly denominated, and are by 
the inhabitants of this country conſidered as © ver- 
come and killed.” | 

8. And their dead bodies ſball lye in the ftreet of 
the great city, which ſpiritually is called Sodom in 
Egvpt, where alſo our Lord was crucified,”

Theſe two bouks, or witneſs, are lying in feveral 
bookſellers ſhops in London unſought for; and they 
are in molt of people's heœuſes anopencd, lileut, and 
dead. The word dead, in two lenſes, mean dull, ta/le- 
leſs. Theſe books muſt be dull indeed to the wicked 
and profane, and taſteleſs to the felf-wiſe and ſelf— 
ſufficient. Their dead bodies may be well termed 
dead, and in fact, Ive in the great city, which Mr. 
Brothers explains to mean London, and allo the rea- 
fon how it is called Sodom in Egypt, where our 
Lord was crucified. 

9. * And they of the people, and kindreds, and. 
tongues, and nations, ſhall jce their dead bodies three 
days and a half, _ ſhall not ſuffer their dead bodies 
to be put in graves.” 

The people of London, and of all nations there, 
do in fact every day, if they incline, ſee their dead 
bodies, and will do fo until the three days and a half, 
which means three years and a half, expire. Theſe 
books are not out of print, nor prohibited by law: 
although dead, are not put into graves, for the grave 
covers the dead from our eyes, and affords an aſylum 
from inſult and injury. Theſe two books are daily 
ſeen, and conſtantly abuſed and condemned, conſe - 
quentiy cannot be in graves. 

10. © And they that dwell upon the earth ſhall 
rejoice over them, and make merry, and ſhall ſend 
gifts one to another; becauſe: thoſe two prophets 
tormented them that dwelt on the earth.” 

All the kingdoms upon the earth have becn efta- 
bliſhed by the ſword, and cemented with blood ; 

and mo! ly all their inhabitants are in fccret or 
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open rebellion againft Almighty God, in conſequen- 
ces of their ſins and apoſtacy; conſequently, theſe 
two becks of Mr. Brothers' that announces the eſta- 
bliſhment of the kingdom of God upon earth, to 
which all other kingdoms muſt give place, and de- 
nounces the juſt puniſhment upon the wicked and 
the unbelievers, aſſuredly created uneaſineſs, and 
inflicted torment. Now, all ſuppoſe that they are 
totally overcome and falſe, and in conſequence there- 
of rejoice over them and make merry. As to the 
ſending gifts, I leave this to be explained by thoſe 
that beſt can do it, viz. the perſons concerned in 
perſecuting, condemning, and imprifoning Mr. 
Brothers. | 
11. And after three days and a half, the ſpirit 
of lite from God entered unto them, and they ſtood 
vpon their feet; and great tear fell upon them which 
faw them.“ 7 
Theſe three days and a half, as I formerly advert- 
ed to, mean three years and a half, and expire in 
September 1798. If the beginning of the three 
years and a half commenced upon the 4th of March 
1795, the dare of Mr. Brothers arreſt, they expire 
epon 4th September 1798. But if computed from 
the 7th of March 1795, the date of the verdict of 
lunacy, they cannot expire until the Tyth of Sep- 
tember 1798 ; upon the expiry of which, Almighty 
God will reveal Mr. Brothers his ſervant and pro- 
phet, with ſigns and mighty wonders; then his two 
books, or dead witneſſes, will receive life indeed, and 
be eagerly ſought after and read with avidity by 
alÞranks and claſſes of mankind. Theſe books that

are at preſent lying unopened, will then ſtand upon 
their feet and acquire numbers of believers. All 
mankind when they ſee and hear of the revelation, 
and obſerve the lightning darting through the hea- 
vens, will tremble and fear, dreading the immediate 
puniſhment for their fins; for their contempt. and 
rejection of theſe two books, and for the ill uſage 
and impriſonment of their viſible author. 

12. And they heard a great voice from heaven, 
ſaying unto them, Come up hither. And they aſcend- 
ed up into heaven 1n a cloud ; and their enemies 
beheld them.” 

The great voice is the voite of God, that will upon 
the expiry of ſaid three years and a half, call upon 


| his ſervant and prophet Richard Brothers, to riſe up 


and come out of his confinement, when all the power 
and ſtrength of man will be leſs able to retain him, 
than that of a cobweb. This awful voice will not 
only wound the ear of the ungodly, but affrighten 
even to diſtraction the hardened ſinner and the un- 
believer. They. will ſee theſe two books aſcend from 
their obſcure and dead ſituation, like a fair and white 
cloud in the heavens, that they may behold, but 
cannot touch or come at.

therein. No wonder of their being terribly affright- 
= ened; and of their inſtantly imploring God for mer- 
cy and preſervation. Thouſands will believe and 
reform. They that will not, and eſcape the earth- 
F quake, mult fall by the [word, the peſtilence, or the 
| famine. 
= 4. The ſecond woe 1s paſt; and, behold, the 
third comes quickly.“ 

The third woe is a ſeries of judgments upon all na- 
tions; which are particularly pointed out, and enu- 
= merated in Mr, Brothers' two books. They will 
'Y happen after the above earthquake in rapid ſucceſ- 
= ion, and mingling their united puniſhments upon 
if | the wicked, and them that know not God; for the 
J time is now come. 
 Ifaiah i. 27. That © Zion ſball be redeemed with 
= judgment. and her converts with righteouſneſs. 

* 28, And the deſtruftion of the tranſgreffors and of 
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the ſinners Hull be together, and they that forſake the 
Lord ſhall be conſumed.” 

While the judgments of God are impending, and 
be fore they burſt impetuouſly upon all of us, nothing 
ſurely can be of greater, of equal, and of compara- 
bly more importance, than immediate reformation in 
our life and conduct, and of inſtant application to 
God for forgiveneſs and protection. The following 
bleſſed offer by our Saviour, is made to every one, 
Luke xi. 9. And I fay unto you, aſk, and it ſhall 
be given you; ſeek, and ye ſhall find; knock, and 
it ſhall be opened unto you. 

10. For every one that aſketh, receiveth ; and 
he that ſeeketh findeth; and to him that knocketh, 
it ſhall be opened.“ 

Will any of you permit this invaluable privilege 
thus to be tendered, without availing vourſelves of 
it; I hope none: but that all will feek aud find their 
bleſſed Redeemer, who is only able to fave, and to 
lift up the hands that bang down, invigorate the 
feeble knees, and make you believe, and even more 
than conquerors. As St. Paul ſays, Coloſſians iii. 4. 
* And when Chriſt, who is our life, ſhall appear, 
then ſhail ye alio appear with him in glory.

Betore this tecond coming of our Saviour, and be- 
fore the terrible day of the Lord, has God, in his 
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great loving-kindneſs, raiſed up Richard Brothers as 
the harbinger thereof, and of the kingdom of God. 
In the ſame way he ſent John the Baptiſt as the fore- 
runner of his firſt coming. O! therefore believe in 
Mr. Brothers' divine miſſion, end ** ſtudy to ſhew thy- 


ſelf approved unto Ged ; a watchman that needeth not 


to bs aſhamed, rightly dividing the word of truth.” 
2 Tim. ii. 15. For, as I formerly adverted to, Mr. 
Brothers is the prophet Elijah mentioned in Malachi 
iv. 5. And alſo ſtate, that he is the prophet that 
was to prophecy before many peoples, and nations, and 
tongues, and kings. This he has to a certainty ful- 
filled, for his two books of prophecies have been 
printed in moſt countries, and I believe in all lan- 
guages. To evidence to you that ſuch a prophet as 
Mr. Brothers was to arite, the angel whom St. John 
ſaw, x. II. told him, that he, John,“ muſt prophecy 
again before many people, and nations, and tungues, 
and kings.” No perſon acquainted with the ſerip- 
ture, will ſuppoſe that St. John was to be the perſon, 


but only one ſuch as him, largely bleſſed with the 
Holy Spirit, would do it.

As this will readily be conceded to me, I will now 


evince to you that Mr. Brothers is this prophet, aud 


ſtands for St. John.

Millions of the Jews were converted, both in their 
own country and in foreign ones. Many that be- 
heved, were neceſſitated to leave their own land in 
conſequence of the perſecutions of their brethren, 
and ſettled in different countries. This perſecution, 
though cruel, was the mean of preſerving a great 
part of the believing Jews from the more awful and 
terrible deſtruction of the Jews that reſided at Jeru- 
alem, which euſued ſoon thereafter, as predicted by 
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our Saviour; when the city was beſieged, taken, and 
deſtroyed. 

The ten tribes that were carried away by the king 
of Aſſyria, about 675 years before Chriſt, were not 
known any where as a nation at the birth of our Sa. 
viour. They were, no doubt, ſcattered over ſeveral 
of the remote and diſtant countries of Aſia and Eu. 
rope, and had loſt all knowledge of their origin, and 
were ſo melted down, and intermixed with other na- 


tions, that the denominating of their deſcendants 
Gentiles, along with the Gentiles, during the early | 


ages of Chriſtianity, is thus eaſily accounted for; con- 
ſequently, a very great part of the people called Gen- 
tiles that were converted to the Chriſtian religion, 
were, unqueſtionably, the deſcendants of theſe ten 
tribes. 

Part, at leaſt, of theſe ten tribes, after being car. 
ried away captive, in all probability, ſettled in 
this country. The hiſtory of Scotland, like moſt 
other countries, is, to be ſure, involved gin uncer- 
tainty, obſcurity, and fable. Before Chriſt came 


in the fleſh, the Romans invaded and ſubdued the | 


ſouthern parts of this iſland. But the north parts 
they never conquered. Many of the inhabitants of 


the ſouth, fled to the north of the iſland for ſafety | 


and protection. And from the accounts they brought 
of the conduct of the Romans, the people of the 


north reſiſted the Roman arms, with intrepidity and 


bravery ; and determined to die or be free. The 
tribe that was moſt numerous, and the great oppo- 
ſers of the Romans are denominated in hiſtory, by 
the name of Caledonu. And in conſequence of this, 
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the part of this iſland now called Scotland, was cal- 
led Caledonia. 

In after ages we find that'the inhabitahts of Cale- 
donia received the name of Scots and Pitts. About 
the origin of which many volumes have been writ- 
ten, and prodigious quantities of ink and paper waſt- 


ed to no purpoſe. We are now indebted to Mr. 
Brothers for illuſtrating and defining the true import 
and meaning of theſe two words. In his notes on 
the etymology of a few antique words, he ſtates: 
that the word Sc is derived from the old Saxon 


tongue, and was applied by that warlike people, 


though a name that expreſſed terror to themſelves, 
to all the natives north of the Tweed. For © the 


} Saxons, and other {warms of invaders from Germany, 


ſeeing an enemy determined to oppoſe them with 


lac hobar aue and claymores, gave them the name of 


Scotch Erſe ; which literally means, to the compre- 
henſion of our capacitics, in the language of this 
age, the Erſe Cutters, And no unapt one, conſider- 
ing that whoever received a blow from either wea- 
pon, muſt have been dreadfully cut or ſcotched, if 
not inſtantly killed.“ 

To corroborate the infallible truth of this informa- 
tion from Mr. Brothers, it is certain that this new 
name was never aſſumed by the original inhabitants 
of Scotland, tor to this day 1t 1s not adopted by their 
genuine poſterity in the Highlands of Scotland &. 
And Mr. Brothers ſays, the real Highlanders to this 
very time, know no other domeitic term of diſtinc- 
tion for their country than Alliban, which evidences 


Dr. Macpherſon's Diſſertetion, p. 107. 
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that the original inhabitants of this iſland, was one 
people and one language, though in different tribes, 
If the Saxons, after the Romans leſt the ſouthern 


parts of this iſland, almoſt deſtroyed and extirpated 


the original inhabitants thereof. There is now evi. 


dence from Mr. Brothers' etymology of antique words, | 
that the people who ſettled in the Lowlands of | 
Scotland, and drove the inhabitants to the hills 
thereof, were Saxons alſo, and received the name of 
Picts, in conſequence ot their uſing long-handled 
pikes in battle, with which they deſtroyed great num. 
bers of the original inhabitants. Hiſtory informs us, 
that there were many wars betwixt the Scots and 
Picts, ard that the latter were at laſt ſubdued, and 
all the inhabitants of Scotland, were in progreſs of 
time called Scots, which is ſupported by the living 


evidence of the preſent day. 

This country, independant of the many deſcen- 
dagts of the converted Jews that came and ſettled

Scotland during the heat cf it there, the deſcendants 
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ple, levelled all the magnificent buildings that their 
forefathers had built, being then uſurped and occu- 
tied by the miniſters of antichriſt, and that ſpurious 
religion. But the pure and undefiled religion, that 
ſtimulated thouſands to overturn, and put an end to 
papal uſurpations and worſhip, in the courſe of time 
ſabſided, and progreſſively degenerated ; for inſtead 
of the ſubſtance of our bleſſed Saviour, religion 
ſcarcely the ſhadow thereof now appears.

The ſecond verſe alludes to the building of Jeruſa- 
lem, and the great happineſs and joy that will dwell 
and be predominant there when inhabited by the He- 
brews, and governed by Mr. Brothers, under God. 

The third verſe announces, with a great voice, 
that the tabernacle off God is with men. The word 
tabernacle, means a place for divine worſhip. What 
a bleſſed part muſt new Jeruſalem be; for therein will 
be eſtabliſhed the tabernacle. of God, And every 
one that is left, in all nations, as mentioned in Ze- 
chariah xiv.

the Brothers, as I formerly evidenced to you, is that

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dliſhed on earth. Conſequently, he is aptly, in. 
deed, termed a righteous branch, that will reign

Another objection is ſtated againſt the divinity of 
Mr. Brothers' miſſion; that the time fixed for his re. 
velation, as the prophet of the latter days, has elap. 
ſed without ſuch taking place. This objection is 
as unfounded and nugatory as the preceding one, 
For if any perſon will peruſe his wonderful publica. 
tions ſeriouſly and deliberately, he will find that Mr, 
Brothers evidences to you from ſcripture, in his firſt 
book, that the Hebrews will depart from this coun. 
try, before the expiration of 1798, under him as their 
leader and prince. And in his ſecond book, he ſays, 
if the nations at war, will accept of life, and return 
to the government of peace, and believe that I am 
ſent by God; the fall of princes, the death of mil- 
lions, and the deſolation of kingdoms ſhall be ſuſ- 
pended.”

This offer of mercy, through Mr. Brothers, was 
made, as mentioned by him, ſo as no nation might 
fy they were not informed of any offers of mercy 
from God, or of thoſe things that would lead them to 
believe the age of the world was ſo great, and the 
prophecies of deſolation were fulfilling. 

In the prophecies of Jeremiah, we have unqueſ- 
C tionable proofs, of the judgment of God being pro- 
F nounced in the ſame way as thoſe by Mr. Brothers, 
and made conditional. For the Lord ſays, Jeremiah 
xvli. 24. © And it ſhall come to paſs, if ye diligently 
hearken unto me, faith the Lord, to bring in no bur- 
den through the gates of this city on the ſabbath-day.

It is ſearcely poſſible that a ſtronger ſimilarity, 
2nd a more corroborative proof, can exiſt betwixt 
thele propheſies and Mr. Brothers. Jeremiah ſtates 
that Cds judgments upon the Jews would be paſt 
from, if they would hearken to him and return from 
the evil of their ways. They did not, and their ruin 
and deſolation immediately enſued ; for Jeruſalem 
was beſieged and they put to the ſword, and carried 
away captives to Babylon. Mr. Brothers ſtates God's 
otler of mercy, and ſuſpending his judgment, if the 
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nations of Europe will relinquiſh war, and return to 
his government of peace, and believe in his pro- 
phet. They have not, and dreadful will be the con- 
ſequence ; for all the judgments of God will, to a 
certainty, be poured out; death and deſtruction, de- 
ſolation and ruin will enſue. 

Allo another objection, or rather a premeditated 
plan, has been made and deviſed to defeat, if poſh- 
ble, the truth and divinity of Mr. Brothers“ books, 
and the belief in and aſſent thereto; that is, the de- 
nominating him a madman, and impriſoning him as 
ſuch. I formerly adverted to this, and evinced to 
you the neceſſity thereof, and that God had permit- 
ted both to happen, not only to fulfil ancieat pre- 
diction, but what is ſtated in his own books. And 
I alſo ſhewed you, from ſcripture, that our bleſſed 
Saviour, Who is God himfelf, was reviled and deno- 
minated mad. St. John x. 20. And many of them 
ſaid, he bath a devil, and 1s mad; why hear ye him?” 

To evidence to the whole world the ſanity of 
Mr. Brothers' mind, and the compoſure of his un- 
derſtanding, he has not only written while in con- 
finement, the etymology of ſeveral antique words, in 
a manner ſatisfactory and concluſive, but has alſo 
written an expoſition of the Trinity, in ſo conciſe and 
ſo intelligibly clear, and ſo unqueſtionably true a 
manner, that every perſon has and will highly ad- 
mire, and conſummately approve of. It is well Knoun 
that no perſon can write the etymology of antique 
words, without a perfect and deliberate underſtand- 
ing, a deepneſs of reſearch, and an acutenels of rea- 
ſoning. Theſe are unqueſtionably not the qualities 
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of a madman. And that Mr. Brothers poſſeſſes and 
diſplays all theſe rare and great endowments, I have 
only to refer you to the work itſelf for the infallible 
proof thereof, Beſides this, it is alſo better known 
that no perſon can define and explain, and eſtabliſh 
the unity of the Trinity, about which ſo many volumes 
have been written in all ages, and ſo much diverſity 
of ſentiment and difference of opinion, but one whoſe 
knowledge of God, and the ſacred writings is pure 
and extenſive, and bleſſed with the Holy Spirit. 
Theſe great gifts, in any man, conſtitutes him the 
very reverſe of being a lunatic. And that Mr. Bro- 
thers is not only thus gifted and bleſſed, but alſo is 
endowed with extraordinary abilities, and a ſuperla- 
tiveneſs in erudition, I have alſo only to refer you 
to the expoſition of the Trinity itſelf, for the indubi- 
table evidence thereof, 

As alſo another objection is made, that the He. 
brews, as a nation, will never be reſtored ; and that 
they will be only converted to Chriſtianity, and re- 
main {cattered in all nations as at preſent, Every 
part of ſcripture demonſtrates the very reverſe of this; 
tor they muſt be gathered from all nations and re- 
ſtored to their own land. And the viſible Jews, every 
where, will be converted as the true olive-branches 
that were broken off for their unbelief? for, as I 
formerly ſtated, all the true olive-branches were not 
broken off, but only the unbelieving ones. This re- 
ſtoration, ſo far from being a cauſe of ſorrow to the 
Gentiles, ought to be a ſource of joy. For, as St. 
Paul ſays, Romans Xi. 12. Now, if the fall of them 
be the riches of the world, and the diminiſhing of 
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them the riches of the Gentiles; how much more 
their fulneſs?” And in xv. 10. St. Paul ſays, Re- 
joice, ye Gentiles, with his people.” 

Beſides the ancient prophecies, and other proofs 
before recited, the queſtion put to, and anſwer giv- 
en by our Saviour, afford evidence of the reſtoration 
of the Hebrews to their own land, and the reinftat- 
ing them as a nation. Acts of the Apoſtles i. 6. 
When they, therefore, were come together, they 
aſked him, ſaying, Lord, wilt thou at this time re- 
ſtore the kingdom to Iſrael. 

7. And he ſaid unto them, It is not for you to 
know the times or the ſeaſons which the Father bath 
put in his own power.” 

This is unqueſtionable proof that the apoſtles be- 
lieved in the reſtoration of the kingdom to Iſrael 
and our Saviour's anſwer eſtabliſhes this belief, and 
the certainty thereof; for he does not ſay that it is 
not to be reſtored, but only informs them that the 
timgs or ſeaſons for the reſtoration theresf God hath 
put 1n his own power. 

This reſtoration of Iſrael takes place under Mr. 
Brothers as their temporal prince. And, according 
to God's promiſe to the Hebrews, he is raiſed up to 
them like unto Moſes, to fulfil a ſimilar character, 
and to lead them home. Deuteronomy xviii. This 
country Mr. Brothers ſtates is in ſcripture ſpiritually 
called Egypt. The viſible Jews are no doubt aliens, 
labouring under the ſeverity of the law in this coun- 
try, as well as their forefathers did in Egypt. No vi- 
fible Jew can hold by law any heritable property ; 
and they cannot be elected to any office or place un- 
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der the government of this country, though obliged 
to obey and conform to the laws thereof; beſides 
many other ſtrange and unnatural diſqualifications 
end ſubjections they labour under. 

This country, in conſequence of the great wicked- 
neſs and oppreſſion therein, may indeed ſpiritually be 
called Egypt; and London, Sodom in Egypt. The 
children of Iſrael in Egypt had many taſk-maſters over 
them, and were neceſſitated to furniih the king with 
a certain quantity of bricks. And juſt before their 
deliverance, the burden and bondage were made 
very grievous, for they were compelled to furniſh 
their daily quantity of bricks, and to gather ſtraw to 
burn the ſame. One of the taxes of this country 
is upon bricks, and there are many taxmaſters em- 
ployed to ſuperintend and collect it. In Scotland 
we feel little or no burden from this tax, as the houſes 
are all built of ſtone. But in England it is different, 
and both proprietor and tenant experience the weight 
of the tax. 

Mr. Brothers appointment as a ſecond Moſes, the 
fulfilling a fimilar character, and the leading of the 
Hebrews out of this country, known in ſcripture, as 
ſtated by him, under the name of Egypt, will cor- 
reſpond exactly with the appointment and office of 
the firſt Moſes. For Moſes's words are, Deut. xvi. 
I5. © The Lord thy God will raiſe up unto thee a pro- 
Phet from the mid/? of thee, of thy brethren, like unto me; 
unto him ye {hall hearken : 

17. And the Lord faid unto me, they have well 
ſpoken that which they have ſpoken. 

18. © 1 will raiſe them up a prophet from among 
their brethren like unto thee, and will put my words in 
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his mouth; and he ſhall ſpeak unto them all that I ſhall 
command him. | 

I9 And it ſhall come to paſs, that whoſoever will 
not hearken unto my words, which he ſhalt ſpeak in my 
name, 1 will require it of him.” 

Likewiſe, another objection is made, that God would 
ſurely have made ſome religious clergyman this pro- 
phet and ſervant, and not Mr. Brothers, a lieutenant 
in the navy. This is in fat renewing what of all 
things are the moſt contrary and oppoſite to the ways 
of God and ſcriptural truths. Almighty God 1s ac- 


' countable to no man for what he does, however ſur- 


prifing it might appear to the ſelf-righteous. There 
is no diſtinction of high or low in his preſence, both 
are regarded alike when juſt, and he ſanctifies whom 
he will with his bleſſed Spirit. For, he ſaith unto 
Moſes, © I will have mercy on whom 1 will have mer- 
cy, and I will have compaſſion on whom 1 will have 
compaſſion.” And as St. Paul ſays, Romans 1x. 18. 
„Therefore hath he mercy on whom he will have 
mercy, and whom he will he hardeneth.” David 
was raiſed up from being a herd to that of a king. 
Our bleſſed Saviour made choice of four fiſhermen to 
be four of his apoſtles ; and none of his apoſtles were 
taken out of the learned or eſtabliſhed religious orders 
of the Hebrews. Wonder not then at the raiſing up 
of Mr. Brothers, nor at his believers, though none of 
them clergymen, for as St. Paul ſays, x Corinthians 
1. 27. God hath choſen the fooliſh things of the 
world to confound the wiſe ; and God hath choſen 
the weak things of the world to confound the things 

which are mighty : 
28.“ And baſe things of the world, and things 
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which are deſpiſed, hath God choſen ; yea, things 
which are not, to bring to nought things which are: 

29. That no fleſh ſhould glory in his preſence.” 

Beſides, it was neceſſary that Mr. Brothers ſhould 
have been in ſome hoſtile profeſſion, to fulfil the re- 
corded judgment on the family of David, © that the 
ſword ſhould never depart from his houſe.” And it was 
eſſentially requiſite that he ſhould be in the navy and 
procure a livelihood thereby, and be taken out there- 
of by government and now ſupported by them, ſo 
as to correſpond with the firſt Moſes. For the firſt 
Moſes floated upon the water in an ark of bulruſhes, 
lived thereon until taken out of the water by Pha- 
raoh's daughter, and he was ſupported by the go- 

vernment of Egypt. | 
The fame figns and mighty wonders that were ma- 
nifeſt and attended upon the firſt Moſes, Mr. Brothers e- 
vinces in his two books, has, in part, already happened; 
and will, when he is revealed, be manifeſt indeed; 
and the then many judgments of God will alſo follow, 
as mentioned by him, in rapid and quick ſucceſſion. 
And a further objection is attempted, that no pro- 
phet can now ariſe, and no propheſies ean be liſten- 
ed to, for God has ſo revealed his will in the New 
Teſtament, that there can be no propheſies, and no 
communication from any one, as ſuch, can be receiv- 
ed, Of all the objections made, this one is aſſuredly 
the moſt groundleſs, inſignificant, ill-judged, and 
unavailing that could in any way be ſtated. For it 
has been the conſtant complaint and cry of all ages, 
that Daniel's viſions, and St. John's revelation, were 
ſo myſterious, obſcure, and unintelligible, that no 
perſon could hitherto underſtand them, or explain 
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This great favour and honour, I have 
formerly ſubſtantiated to you, were reſerved for Mr, 
Brothers as the recorded prince of the Hebrews, and 
as ſigns and tokens to know him, and believe in him. 
I alſo ſhewed to you, that God promiſed to ſend a 


. prophet, before the coming of the terrible day of the 


Lord, Malachi iv. 5. and that Mr. Brothers is that 
prophet. And I further evidenced to you, that the 
angel told St. John, that he muſt prophecy again 
before many peoples, and nations, and tongues, and 
kings, which means an after prophet to be raiſed by 
God, and bleſſed with the ſame ſpirit St. John wad, 
and that Mr. Brothers is this prophet. 

We are alſo told in Revelation, Chap. xix. 10. 
that the teſtimony of Jeſus is the ſpirit of prophe- 
cy,” And, St. Paul informs us, 1 Corinthians, xii. 4. 
That there are diverſities of gifts, but the ſame Spirit. 

6. © And there are diverſities of operations, but 
it is the ſame God which worketh all in all. | 

8. For to one is given by the Spirit, the word 
of wiſdom ; to another the word of knowledge, by | 
the ſame Spirit; 

9. To another faith by the ſame Spirit; to an- 
other the gift of healing by the ſame Spirit ; 

10. To another the working of miracles; to an- 
other prophecy.” | 

And alſo, in Chap. xiv, 1. Followafter charity, and 
defire ſpiritual gifts, but rather that ye may prophecy.” 

3. But he that propheſieth ſpeaketh unto men 
to edification, and exhortation, and comfort. 

5. „I would that ye all ſpake with tongues, but 
rather that ye propheſied ; for greater is he that pro- 


pheſieth than he that ſpeaketh with tongues.” 
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Evidence cannot be more complete, not only that 
a.prophet was to be raiſed up in theſe latter days, 
but alſo that Almighty God beſtowed, and flill be- 
ſtows, the ſpirit of prophecy upon many one; which 
St. Paul requeſted of all mankind to aſk Come God, 
follow after, and prophecy. I ſhall now conclude 

this publication with St. Paul's advice: 
"I Theſſalonians v. 17. Pray without ceaſing. 

13. © In eyery thing give thanks: for this is the 
will of God in Chriſt Jeſus concerning you. 

| 9 «* Quench not the ſpirit, 
« Deſpiſe not propheſymgs. 
21. © Proveall things: hold faſt that which is good. 
22. Abſtain from all appearance of evil. 

23. And the very God of peace ſanctify you 
wholly : and I pray God your whole ſpirit, and ſoul, 
and body, he preſerved blameleſs unto the Ang of 
our Lord Feſus Chriſt. 

24. Faithful is he that calleth you, who alſo 
will do it. ” 

And above every thing, let no man reject any per- 
ſon that comes in the name of the Lord, or deſpiſe 
and ſpeak againſt Mr. Brothers, or any man that 
propheſies from the Holy Ghoſt. For our bleſſed Sa- 
viour ſays, Matthew xi. 31. Wherefore I ſay un- 
to you, all manner of ſin and blaſphemy ſhall be 
forgiven unto men: but the blaſphemy againſt the 
Holy Sparit ſhall not be forgiven unto men. 

32. * And whoſoever ſpeaketh a word againſt the 
Son of Man, it ſhall be forgiven him, but whoſoever 
ſpeaketh againſt the Holy Ghoft it ſball not be for given 
him, neither in this world, neither in the world to come.“ 
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Ix Spring 1791, he predicted, that the people would 
not believe, and he would be deſpiſed and made to 
ſuffer. This has been too ſeriouſly indeed fulfilled. 

In January 1792, he predicted the death of the 
King of Sweden. The King of Sweden was ſhot at 
a maſquerade 13th, and died March 29th 1792. 

In May 1792, he predicted that the monarchy 
of France could not be preſerved. It was aboliſhed 
in 1795. | | 

In May 1792, he predicted the death of Louis 
XVI. The King of France was beheaded January 
21ſt, 1793. 

Upon the 12th of May 1792, he predicted that 
war would commence, by Auſtria and Pruſſia, a- 
gainſt France, The Duke of Brunſwick publiſhed 
his manifeſto 25th July, 1792. 

In May and June 1792, he predicted the failure 
of the combined Pruſſian and Auſtrian armies. The 
Pruſſian army began to retreat from France 3eth 
September, 1792, and the Auſtrian army has ſince 
often, been obliged to fly before the victorious French 
in all directions. 

In June 1792, be predided that France would 
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leoſe all her Weſt-India Iſlands. This was fulfilled 
in 1794. 

In May and June 1792, he predicted that this 
country would join in the war againſt France; and 
alſo foretold the evil conſequences therefrom. In 
1793, this country went to war againſt France. 

Upon the 11th April, 1794. he predicted that the 
king of Pruſſia would make peace with France, and 
acknowledge the republic. This he did upon 5th of 
April 1795. 

Upon 11th of April, 1794, he predicted that Ruſ- 
fia would quarrel with the Poles, devour numbers of 
them, ſet Warſaw on fire, and change the govern- 
ment. Ruſſia declared war againſt the Poles, and 
in Autumn, 1 794, entered Warſaw; ſet it on fire, and 
put to death nine thouſand Poles of every age, and 
of both ſexes. 

Upon the r1th of April, 1794, he predicted that 
the Dutch would make a haſty peace with France, 
and acknowledge the republic. Fulfilled in January 
1795. 

Upon the 11th of April, 1794, he predicted that 
the Stadtholder of Holland would be cut off cloſe to 
the ground. Verified by decree of the Batavian Con- 
vention, February 16th, 1795. 

Upon the r1th of April, 1794, he predicts, that he 


would be called an impoſter, a fool, and a liar, and 


that he would be impriſoned and treated ill. This 
has been literally verified, and he is ſtill in confine- 
ment. 

Upon the 26th of October, 1794, he predicted that 
William Bryan would teſtify of him. Fulfilled 25th 


of 


of February, 1795, when William Bryan was con- 
ſtrained to write, by the Spirit of God, againſt his 
natural will. 

Upon 26th October, 1 794, he predicted that num- 
bers of men and women would alſo teſtify of him. 
Several both of men and women have teſtified of him. 

In October, 1794, he foretold, that the priſoners in 
confinement for high treaſon were innocent. Hardy 
was declared fo, in November, 1795 ; alſo all the reſt 
were found innocent. 

In October 1794, he foretold, that the property of 
every peaceable individual that had property in France 
confiſcated, for no other reaſon but that the country 
he belonged to was at war with France, would be 
reſtored. The French convention in January, 1795, 
ordered the reſtoration of all ſuch property. 

- Upon the 11th April, 1794, he predicted that 
the Portugueſe would make peace with France. 
Fulfilled. 

Upon the 11th April, 1794, he predicted that 
this country would be deſerted by her allies. Ful- 
filled. 

Upon the 11th April, 1794, he predicted that 
the Emperor would make peace with France and ac- 
knowledge the republic. This fulfilled, and the dif- 
terent articles of peace are now adjuſting. 

Upon the 11th April, 1794, he predicted that 
France, ſeeing England left alone, deſerted by all her 
allies, would require, as the conditions of peace, an 
acknowledgment of the republic, the reſtoration of 
the colonies, and the ſhips taken away from Toulon. 
Theſe demands are now made,
